SUBJECT: Proposal for a Welfare Rights Program 



I propose that the Executive Committee, RBF of ACLU-SC, 
adopt for financing (as funds become available) a program 
aimed at the defense of the welfare rights (entitlement, due 
process, privacy, equal protection) of citizens in the Los 
Angeles metropolitan area. 

The institution of such a welfare rights program would 
represent a planned expansion of the community service of 
the existing Police Practices Complaint Centers now operating 
under RBF auspices in Watts, East Los Angeles, and Venice. 

Rationale 

1. Note first, in the marked passage of the National RBF 
Prospectus the stated involvement of REF in the constitutional 
problems of welfare. 

2. Policy statement No. 317 (See "The Policy Guide of the 
American Civil Liberties Union") sets forth several constitutional 
concerns of ACLU respecting welfare recipients. This statement 
makes manifest, I think, both the propriety and the desirability 
of the proposed expansion of ACLU-SC 1 s welfare rights program. 

3. Locally, it would be hard to find any government agency 
or program with greater impact on the everyday lives of so many 
citizens, with so much power over the clients, and so little 
control by outside agencies or the courts than the elaborate 
system called "welfare". 

The entire welfare system as it operates under existing 
law presents serious constitutional problems. Edward Sparer, 
Legal Director of the Center on Social Welfare Policy and Law, 
Columbia University, has pointed out a number: "man-in-^the- 
house-rules"; residency requirements; work-relief statutes; and 
so on. 
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But most important — at least in Los Angeles County — would be the 
matter of equal protection. Clients are constantly deprived of entitlements 
for which they theoretically qualify, hut which they are denied "by agency 
fiat, "bureaucratic fumbling, or deliberate, illegal disqualification "by hostile 
social workers and administrators. 

Welfare programs have run virtually unchecked by legal action since the 
passage of the Social Security Act of 1935 which created the federal funding 
of local public assistance programs. As a result, welfare clients, unable to 
hire attorneys who can protect their rights, ignorant of their rights in the 
first place, alienated and fearful of anything smacking of government, lose 
entitlements . 

Implementation 

To mount a substantial attack upon these welfare problems, the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Southern California proposes to open a desk in each 
of its already existing Police Practices Complaint Centers in. Watts (the Negro 
ghetto), in East Los Angeles (the Mexican-American ghetto) , and in Venice (both 
Negro and Mexican -American) to receive complaints from welfare recipients and 
would-be recipients. 

These desks would be manned by persons from the comcaimity, with close 
community ties, trained by a group of volunteer social workers who have agreed 
to donate evenings for this purpose. These community- oriented "directors" 
would take complaints, investigate them to establish their merit, and make 
initial contacts with the local offices of the Department of Public Social 
Services. If they cannot get redress — and we anticipate that they will be 
able to solve perhaps half of the problems at the local office by dealing 
with the social workers or their supervisors — the complaints will be sent 
on to the ACLU of Southern California's main office. • 

There such complaints will be handled by a staff member hired especially 
to serve as our expert in the field of social welfare, and as the advocate. 
A social worker, himself, this advocate will be responsible for securing redress 
for individual recipients or would-be recipients on the county or state level • 
Not only would he aid the individual, but he would also document recurring 
complaints and propose reforms. He will also be responsible for "trouble- 
shooting" the regulations, searching out potential problem areas, and defining 
needed administrative change. 

If he is unable to secure redress for deserving complainants, he will 
then serve as an advocate at agency appellate hearings, or, - if the case warrants 
it, turn the matter over to a specially recruited panel of ACLU cooperating 
attorneys who will seek legal redress. (We anticipate relatively few court 
actions, and these hopefully to correct widespread abuses, but we are prepared 
to go to court on behalf of individuals with idiosyncratic problems if welfare 
agencies prove obdurate.) 

Additionally, we expect to initiate various test cases, either on behalf 
of clients or in the form of taxpayer's suits to correct abuses in the welfare 
system, or to eliminate what we believe are constitutional defects. 
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Finally, we -hope to republish, in both English and Spanish versions, 
a welfare rights handbook which will outline the requirements and entitle- 
ments of the most troublesome welfare program, Aid for Dependent Children 
(AFDC). The booklet is designed to be understood by a person of limited 
education, to be immediately applicable, and to encourage recipients to protect 
their rights, in short, to maximize their benefits. 

Financing 

Wo exact budget has been prepared to account for the financing involved 
in this proposal. My tentative estimate is that it will require between 
fifty and sixty thousand dollars for one year's operation. 

Of course, no concrete commitments to such a program (staffing, etc.) 
should be made until the required funds are in hand. 

However, two sources of funds are already in prospect: . 

(1) George Olincy of the Andrew Norman Foundation (Los Angeles) 
has indicated to me his profound interest in such a program 
and his tentative agreement to make a $25,000 grant to EBF 
for it. 

(2) Joseph Filner of the Frieda Foundation (New York) has expressed 
similar interest to Prof. Vern Bullough (a member of the Board 
of Directors of ACLU-SC) and a tentative willingness to advance 
to EBF $35,000 - $14-0,000 for this purpose.

If the Executive Committee approves this proposal (conditionally upon 

receipt of these grants), I shall immediately make the necessary applications 

to the respective Foundations.

POLICY #317 



WELFARE RECIPSEMTS 

a) The ACLU is opposed to deprivations of the rights of the recipients of government benefits and 
applicants for such benefits, including (but not limited to) arbitrary residence requirements, midnight raids, 
arbitrary deprivations on grounds of race, size of family, illegitimacy, etc., or arbitrary work requirements. The 
Union also deplores the lack of procedural safeguards afforded to recipients of government benefits and 
applicants for such benefits, including (but not limited to) inaccessible regulations, failure of welfare agencies to 
outline clearly the reasons for their decisions in specific cases, lack of fair hearing, and denial of appellate review. 

The ACLU and its affiliates encourage, and if necessary will participate in, the formation of general 
legal services programs for the poor. This does not necessarily imply, however, that the organization will itself 
provide broad legal services to the poor. [Board Minutes, June 22, 1966.] 

# # * 

b) Although the Union does not oppose, in principle, requirements that welfare recipients work at legally 
assigned tasks to maintain their eligibility for relief payments, it holds that criminal prosecution and imprison- 
ment for refusal to accept such tasks amounts to involuntary servitude and is prohibited by the Thirteenth Amend- 
ment. The maximum penalty for refusal to work should be ineligibility for further relief. [News Release, Jan- 
uary 8, 1964] * ' .

c) If a government grants a welfare benefit to a class of citizens, the principles of due process and equal - 
protection of the laws forbid the withholding of benefits from some members of that class unless there is a 
logical and reasonable basis for classification. For example, a state Aid to Dependent Children program may not ^ 
withhold payments for the support of a child whose mother bears illegitimate children while she is on wel- 
fare, because illegitimacy is an irrelevant plassification which does not justify denial of assistance to admittedly 
needy children. Further, such a statute, yhile not discriminatory on its face, may well be designed to deprive a 
single class of citizens of their rights in a' roundabout attempt to approximate a racial classification and thus cir- 
cumvent the Supreme Court's precedent-making decision (in the 1954 school segregation case) that a racial clas- 
sification per se is not a reasonable one. [News Release, November 29, I960.]

d) The Union opposes government restrictions on the use of federal funds in anti-poverty birth control 
programs administered through the Office of Economic Opportunity. The specific restrictions are prohibitions 
on the distribution of funds for contraceptive aid to unmarried women or women living apart from their hus- 
bands, for announcing or promoting through the mass media family planning program information, and for 
voluntary sterilization. All three violate the constitutional guarantee of equal protection of the laws. 

The Fifth Amendment guarantee of due process, embracing the concept of equal protection of the laws, 
means that in the disposing of government funds no distinctions unrelated to the purpose of a legislative act can 
be drawn among the class of citizens who are beneficiaries of the government's aid. Thus, a criterion barring aid to 
women who are unmarried or living apart from their husbands is unrelated to the purpose of an act designed to 
relieve poverty. 

Equal treatment with respect to birth control aid is especially important because persons in higher income 
groups, married and unmarried alike, have access to medical contraceptive guidance by virtue of being able to 
afford private medical consultation. But the poor, who are the concern of the program, have no such access. In 
view of this fact, and of the apparent high rate of illegitimacy in the low-income group, it seems clear that un- 
married women or women living apart from their husbands have a need for birth control guidance that is at least 
equal to that of similarly situated women in higher-income groups. 

Further discrimination against the poverty group is involved in the OEO's guideline denying funds for 
voluntary sterilization. This denial, when such treatment is indicated for health reasons and when the patient 
is made fully aware of the implications, cannot be justified in view of the ease with which a wealthy person can 
obtain this treatment privately. The Union's position on this matter follows in the path of actions taken in other 
areas to assure that the concept of equal treatment applies to poor persons. For example, poor persons may not 

( continued) 
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be disadvantaged in criminal trials, and it is a violation of due process for the government to deny counsel or 
the effective right of appeal to those who cannot afford these essential aids to legal defense. 

Challenging the OEO's prohibition of use of funds for promotion through the mass media, the Union points 
out that administrative action on the part of a government agency that intentionally restricts dissemination of in- 
formation to the public could amount to censorship. The freedom of information problem is intensified by over- 
tones of unequal protection of the laws, for experience has clearly demonstrated that poor persons do not have 
equal opportunity to obtain facts concerning birth control and need these facts at least as much as persons of means. 
It seems both fair and logical that the means of communication most accessible to the poor, the mass media, 
should not be barred transmitting information* as to the availability of family planning programs financed by 
0E0 grants. [Board Minutes, February 14, 1966; News Release, March 30, 1966.] 




There is no question that America^ 
has grown "bigger" in the past fifty 
years. Riding the crest of extraordinary 
technological and cultural changes, our 
nation is stronger and more powerful 
than it has ever been. But with this 
irowth have come unparalleled prob- 
lems and serious contradictions. Al- 
though the standard of living appears 
to have increased, overwhelming pov- 
erty is a way of life for millions of 
Americans. More and more people are 
being pressed into vast urban sprawls. 
And, daily, we must live and deal with 
the big, the impersonal and the remote: 
big governments, big unions, big cor- 
porations, big school systems, big wel- 
fare and poverty programs, big crime 
organizations, big ghettos and even big 
prisons. 

. Yet, the individual who confronts all 
this bigness, or the small, honest law- 
abiding family trying to subsist in this 
sea of bureaucratic and administrative 
procedures, are really not much bigger 
or stronger than before. For many of 
the poor, the culturally impoverished, 
the elderly, the young and the lost, cop- 
ing with bigness is a hopeless and terri- 
fying cause. Most often, they are the 
ones whom an impersonal society un- 
wittingly hurts. They are the ones who 
are consistently denied basic, funda- 
mental constitutional rights and privi- 
leges. They are the ones caught in the 
bureaucratic mesh where due process of 
law is unknown and basic civil liberties 
are ignored. 

Is it any wonder that so many have 
lost faith in the conventional demo- 
cratic processes? Is it any wonder that 
they doubt America's capacity — or 
even desire — to respond to their needs? 
Is it any wonder that so many now 
demonstrate and protest in behalf of " 
their basic dignity as men and women? 

A NEW BEGINNING 

For nearly fifty years, the American 
Civil Liberties Union has been the only 
permanent national organization de- 
voted solely to this cause of individual 
liberty. Yet even here, ACLU's limited 
non-tax-deductible resources have been 
inadequate to the overwhelming needs 
for research, education and "in-depth" 
legal action. Clearly, the time had ar- 
rived for a new beginning — for a new, 
more generously equipped arm by 
which the traditional, classic constitu- 
tional defense work of the ACLU can 
be supplemented. 

The vehicle for that new beginning 
is the Roger Baldwin Foundation of 
the American Civil Liberties Union. It 
is made possible by the Internal Reve- 
nue Service's ruling on March 27, 1967 
that contributions to the Roger Bald- 
win Foundation are deductible for in- 
come tax purposes. For the first time, 
the Federal Government has deter- 
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minW that many of the ACLU's tradi- 
tional activities — legal, educational and 
lyresearch — merit the status of tax de- 
i^ctibility on a national level. The IRS 
ruling is even broader: it includes un- 
der tms much-coveted status numerous 
projecfefc^activities in such fields as wel- 
fare, menta^Hiealth, juvenile rights, mi- 
grant labor and social justice. Given the 
nature of disserkfrom Government pol- 
icy and social noftns which are inherent 
in ACLU's traditional and projected 
work, the Federal Government's affirm- 
ative decision reflectsNour nation's ca- 
pacity over the long runNfor reform and 
institutional self-correctiofc 

NEW DIMENSldWS 

IN CIVIL LIBERTIES 

THE PROGRAMS OF RBI 

The programs selected for initial and 
immediate support by the Roger Bald- 
win Foundation fall into two general 
categories: 

( 1 ) They represent an expansion of 
traditional programs beyond 
ACLU's normal capacities, or 

(2) They are pioneering projects — 
breaking new ground in areas 
covered by no other agency. 

In either case, the RBF projects will be 
directed by persons of demonstrated 
capacity for sound judgment combined 
with creative imagination. 

DEFENSE OF TRADITIONAL 
LIBERTIES 

Much of ACLU's traditional civil liber- 
ties work will be absorbed and ex- 
panded by RBF. For example, the 
Legal Department has built an un- 
rivaled record over the past 47 years 
in defending the civil liberties of indi- 
viduals unable to afford or secure 
counsel. Assisted by hundreds of vol- 
unteer lawyers in almost every state, 
two full-time national staff attorneys 
have until now carried the main burden 
of this work. RBF plans to increase 
substantially the size of this legal staff 
and to provide full-time attorneys in 
several regions and states. In addition 
to coordinating litigation of national 
importance, participating in all ACLU 
Supreme Court cases and providing 
legal research at the local level, RBF's 
National Legal staff will be expanded 
to bolster or defend traditional liber- 
ties. RBF also will provide grants to 
local counsel for individual defense 
cases or for local projects in the legal 
field. 

MAKING THE BILL OF RIGHTS 
A LIVING DOCUMENT 

Financial restrictions have seriously 
limited the activities of ACLU in two 



ot^P functions — education' and re- 
search. The continuing need to reaffirm 
and understand the principles of our 
own Bill of Rights is one of the most 
important responsibilities of ACLU. 
New sources of funding under RBF 
will make possible a systematic and 
wide-scale educational campaign — with 
special emphasis on high school and 
college students — to revitalize and re- 
cast the formal teaching of the Bill of 
Rights. Professionally-prepared curric- 
ula are already being developed at 
several major universities, much of it 
at the instance of ACLU, which, with 
new teaching techniques, will be dis- 
seminated to schools and colleges by 
RBF. Similarly, RBF contemplates a 
major program of popular education to 
gain wider public understanding and 
commitment to the Bill of Rights and 
other Constitutional guarantees of civil 
liberties. In this connection, RBF seeks 
to make far more effective use of the 
modern tools of mass communications, 
including films, slides and broadcasting 
aedia. 

Supporting both the educational and 
legal efforts is a much-needed expan- 
sionNof basic and applied research in 
the atatt liberties field. RBF will seek 
funds foiUihe creatioraof a professional 
research sWf to assist its own and re- 
lated civil InWties organizations. 

In addition, R^F wV/7 initiate the 
followiTT§^4iQw firpjpcts as funds 
permit: 



A BILL OF RIGHTS FOR 
THE DISINHERITED 

Few realize that over nine million 
Americans (including three and one 
half million children) rely upon wel- 
fare assistance for their survival. (The 
majority of these are unemployable, 
such as the aged, the disabled, small 
children and mothers with families.) 
, But their survival also means penetrat- 
ing an incredible morass of laws, regula- 
tions and executive orders which not 
only are confusing even to those re- 
sponsible for their administration, but 
which also serve to degrade human dig- 
nity and offend common decency. Fre- 
quent infractions of fundamental civil 
liberties such as denial of due process 
and the invasion of privacy are the 
primary sources of both bitterness and 
the debilitation of initiative on the part 
of welfare recipients. 

Today the American people have 
come to accept some form of welfare 
for our most disadvantaged fellow citi- 
zens as both necessary and responsible. 
Indeed, a growing consensus is develop- 
ing in support of some new form of 
governmental assurance to all of our 
citizens of a minimal living standard. 



As "this 'trend develops into naSJPal 
policy, many basic constructive ques- 
tions must be raised. For example: Are 
Americans entitled constitutionally to 
minimal economic support by the state? 
How far may the state go in invading 
the privacy of individual citizens in 
order to certify their eligibility for wel- 
fare payments? Can the state impose a 
morality criterion upon such support? 
What are the limits upon administra- 
tive power in terminating welfare as- 
sistance? Are the welfare recipients 
entitled to "fair hearings" under the 
Constitution before the termination of 
financial aid? May children subsidized 
by welfare grants be "punished" for the 
social or personal behavior of their 
parents? Can the state force a welfare 
recipient to move from one county to 
another solely because he is indigent? 
Is it, in constitutional terms, a crime to 
be a "strolling pauper?" How far can 
individual states go in depriving wel- 
fare assistance to classes of individuals 
who in fact belong to the same racial 
minority group? 

These and countless other fundamen- 
tal questions cry out for judicial clari- 
fication. The Roger Baldwin Founda- 
tion has begun a systematic national 
effort to determine such issues on 
constitutional grounds itx the courts. In 
effect, RBF seeks to create a Bill of 
Rights for America's disinherited. In 
part, this will be pursued through a test 
case attack on abusive and unconsti- 
tutional welfare regulations. In part, it 
will be implemented with experimental 
techniques — for example,' the use of 
"lay advocates" to assist attorneys — to 
expand the grass-roots protection of in- 
dividual welfare recipients. 

The Roger Baldwin Foundation has 
already begun a legal assault on one of 
the worst abuses of welfare — namely, 
the recently contrived laws and regula- 
tions which deny welfare benefits to the 
children of mothers accused of immoral 
conduct. In May of 1967, RBF in 
cooperation with the Columbia Uni- 
versity Center on Social Welfare Policy, 
challenged suclTfcr regulatioruheXoxe^a— 
three-judge court in Alabama where 
that state's "substitute father" regulation 
has effectively deprived 16,000 pover- 
ty-stricken children of welfare aid. 
Several crucial elements are involved 
in the Alabama court challenge. First, 
mothers of children receiving welfare 
are being subjected to a "morals" test. 
Second, their privacy is being invaded 
by persistent efforts of welfare examin- 
ers to ascertain their non-marital sexual 
behavior. Refusal to answer is in itself 
being regarded as grounds for loss of 
welfare benefits. Finally, the vast ma- 
jority of those penalized (between 88 
per cent and 97 per cent) are the chil- 
dren of poor Negroes. RBF is persuaded 
that Alabama's intent is to deprive 



Negroes of welfare assistance berouse 
of their race. If successful, this RBF 
suit may strike down similar regula- 
tions in 28 other states which already 
deprive 250,000 poverty-stricken chil- 
dren of welfare aid. 

Baldwin's second major suit in the 
welfare area, also in cooperation with 
the Columbia University Center on So- 
cial Welfare and Law, seeks to strike 
down as unconstitutional a public hous- 
ing project lease in Detroit which allows 
the state to evict women who increase 
the size of their families while living 
in the housing project. The regulations 
in these federally-funded projects seek 
to deny tenants the right to have as 
many children as they choose. RBF is 
preparing similar suits in the public 
housing field against regulations which 
seek to impose a double standard of 
morality upon those who depend upon 
state assistance for shelter. The impli- 
cations of this undertaking may be sur- 
mised from the statistical fact that five 
million Americans now dwell in 1400 
public housing projects and much of 
their daily lives are subject to the rules 
and regulations imposed by these local, 
stace and federal agencies.

MIGRANT WORKERS 

This RBF project, funded in part by 
the Field Foundation, deals with one 
of the most oppressed groups in Amer- 
ica: the millions of migrant workers 
who follow the harvests each year from 
Florida to Maine, from California to 
Washington. In recent years, Mexican- 
American migrant workers in California 
have begun to make progress by organ- 
izing themselves to gain bargaining 
power and to protect themselves from 
virtually unbridled economic exploita- 
tion buttressed by police and political 
oppression. Spearheading this move- 
ments-lias been the AFL-CIO United 
"Farm Workers union (UFWOC) led 
by Cesar Chavez. 

Nevertheless, few Americans, includ- 
ing other workers, have shown much 
interest in or sympathy for these farm 
workers. Funds are woefully inadequate 
and what there is must be used for 
immediate needs, including food, cloth- 
ing, shelter and union organizing. Police 
and court harassment continue to ob- 
struct this effort to solve their own 
problems on the part of Mexican-Amer- 
ican farm workers. On picket lines, they 
are actually beaten; in their homes and 
at work, they are threatened by the 
owners and their private police. Neither 
the existing legal institutions nor the 
National Labor Act protect the migrant 
worker.

YOUTH AND THE COURTS 

RBFs third endeavor is concerned with j 
the long procession of children — now 'K 
more than half a million annually — ; j 
through the juvenile courts. RBF is ,/ 
examining the manner in which courts v 
apply sanctions to the country's youth* \ 
To we who are concerned with the law 
as a social force, juvenile courts are of • 
great significance for they are often the 
child's first contact with the law. In the 
juvenile court, the state interferes in '. 
an institution older than the state itself 
— the family. Its basic premise is that \ 
the state has a duty and is able to judge 
what are a child's "best interests." In- \ 
evitably, juvenile courts attempt to , 
adjudicate between conflicts of rights. 
For example, the parents' right to raise 
their children as they see fit may well i( 
conflict with a child's right to freedom ' 
in a proper environment which permits 
maximum growth. Society has a stake 
in such conflicts as well: it seeks to 
avoid the wasting of talent and to elim- 
inate the fear of crimes of violence. 
Juvenile law thus provides a crucial 
test for the cause of civil liberties. 

RBF believes that the bases of 
juvenile law — philosophic, pragmatic 
and sociological — must be examined, 
beginning with the most elementary 
premises upon which such law has been 
constructed. First, therefore, RBF seeks 
to discover why the state intervenes 
between parent and child, what the 
state takes upon itself in removing the 
child from its family environment, and 
how effective in terms of the child's 
welfare such efforts have been. 

Second, RBF intends to explore soci- 
ologically the kinds of institutional 
"solutions" prescribed by the state, both 
in terms of their objectives and the de- 
gree with which such institutions carry 
out their avowed (and unstated) func- 
tions. 

Third, on a more subtle level, RBF 
will promote the development by the 
courts of a set of modern standards to 
apply towards the creation of an en- 
vironment which is supposed to func- 
tion in place of parents. Present 
evidence indicates that the traditional 
correctional approach is rarely effective

Also, fail- 
ure of expungement procedure to enable persons to obtain state or private employment. 
It was m/s/c to approve the recommendation that ACLU file brief amicus curiae on appeal 
in Court of Appeal in People y. Peter Lewis ; defendant's employer, United States Post 
Office, called him in for a conference concerning his job - 50 days after defendant 
had already been represented by counsel of record at arraignment and preliminary, and 
in absence of counsel and without warning, eked from Lewis a confession; thereupon at 
trial the People called the postal inspector, who testified and introduced the confes- 
sion in evidence. Recommended ACLU position:" Any interrogation by an employer, govern- 
mental or not, which interferes with right of counsel or against self-incrimination, 
renders the confession inadmissible.

AKIN v. RIVERSIDE SCHOOL DISTRICT » Certiorari denied in case wherein California Courts 
upheld right of high school principle to suspend and refuse admission to boy who wears 
a beard. YOUNGER v. SUPERIOR COURT , Certiorari denied re court's order restricting 
statements by law enforcement officers, court officials and lawyers in Sirhan case. 
Court may enjoin officials from faaking statements prior to trial. PEOPLE v. BARKLEY, 
ET AL, Appeals from convictions arising out of Century City. Won before the Appelate 
Department of Superior Court. VALLEY STATE COLLEGE ARRESTS , Criminal cases arising 
out of being present at assembly declared illegal by acting President of the college 
on January 9, 1969. 287 arrests were made. A. L. Wirin and Vern Bullough gave reports 
on this case. Al gave the legal aspects of the case and Vern the college campus

INTRODUCTORY BIOGRAPHY - MR, RAMSEY CLARK 

Ramsey Clark was sworn in on March 10 , 1967 as the 66th 
Attorney General of the United States* 

He had joined the Department of Justice six years earlier 
,vhen- selected- fey President Kennedy. Mr* Clark is the son of 
former Supreme Court Justice Tom C. Clark* 

He succeeded Mr* Katzeribach as head of the federal 
civilian forces at the University of Mississippi a few days 
after a campus riot* He served in Birmingham^ Alabama when 
racial friction occurred.

As chief counsel for the American Civil 
Liberties Union in the southern California 
area, A. L. Wirin has been in the forefront of 
controversial court fights over constitutional 
questions for more than 37 years. Today's 
article takes a look at this unusual defender 
of individual liberties and unpopular causes.

Abraham Lincoln wirin totes a magnifi- 

cent beard, an eloquent tongue, and the cloak of con- 
troversy. 

As chief counsel for the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) in the southern California area for 
more than 37 years, Mr. Wirin has probably argued 
more constitutional cases before the Supreme Court 
of . the United States than any other lawyer outside 
the legal staff of the U. S. solicitor general. 

In those four decades, he often has crashed and 
grated into the public ken, arousing both anger and 
applause. He was back in full view of the public 
gallery recently as a figure urging respect for trie 
civil liberties of Sirhan Bashira Sirhari, accused in 
the assassination of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy. Mr. 
Wirin is even now arguing before the. California 
Supreme Court that capital punishment is uncon- 
stitutional. 

Many abuses endured 

Mr. Wirin is Boston bred and Harvard trained. Phil- 
osophically he's a pacifist. Politically, he's a constitu- 
tionalist. His scripture is the Bill of Rights. 

In his long battle for individual liberties, Mr. Wirin 
has defended racial minorities, religious sects, Com- 
munists, fascists, Nazis, and other political zealots, 
as well as the man on the street. 

And in the course of pursuing what he believed to 
be justice, he has been kidnaped, assaulted, robbed, 
and threatened. During a heated labor dispute in the 
San Joaquin Valley in the 1930's, he narrowly escaped 
being tarred and feathered. 

Mr. Wirin is one of roughly a dozen ACLU chief 
counsels across the nation but is possessed of much 
the longest term of service. He is the embodiment of 
the ACLU's libertarian philosophy: "In order to pro- 
tect the rights of anyone, the rights of all must be 
equally secure." 

And he also puts it this way: "The rights of all 
persons are wrapped in the same constitutional bundle 
as those of the most hated member of the com- 
munity." 

'Open housing 9 saved 

With Mr. Wirin before the bar, the ACLU has 
struck major blows for individual liberties over three 
decades. For example, it was instrumental in 
restoring the rights and property of Japanese- 
Americans after World War II. More recently, it 
helped preserve California's "open housing" covenant. 



And it has successfully hammered away at loyalty- 
oath * 'disclaimers' * for public employees. 

Now the ACLU's hard-fought battle against capital 
punishment— waged for so long by Mr. Wirin — may 
be in its final rounds. For the judiciary shows signs 
of wanting to brand the death penalty unconstitutional. 

With these crusades against racial inequalities, 
loyalty fiats, and public executions behind them, the 
American Civil Liberties Union and Mr. Wirin are 
widening their sights and looking for new issues. They 
have already found some. 

Demonstrations defended 

Mr. Wirin says "the right to dissent," "the right o£ 
privacy" and the "rights of juveniles" are being, em- 
blazoned on ACLU's constitutional banner. 

ACLU now staunchly defends "peaceful political pro- 
test" as. a . guaranteed right. Marches, parades, sitr 
ins , teach-ins,' and - even : draft-card burning all fall- 
under this constitutional umbrella — Mr. Wirin says.. 

He explains that ACLU views the destruction of 
selective-service credentials as an "act of symbolic, 
speech." But so far, at least, the courts have not ac-. 
cepted this interpretation.: 

Mr. Wirin draws the line at violent protest. He says' 
that those who brutally break the law should be prose- 
cuted. t 
• But he holds the right of dissent as basic to a demo- 
cratic society. , 

"Ten years ago, I was the first American to get 
a passport to Communist China," he says. And after 
looking at this structure, I decided that a society 
which suppresses all opinion has within it the seeds 
of violence." 

Present danger cited 

Under the cloak of "private" rights afforded by 
the Constitution, Mr. Wirin lists these incendiary 
issues-«-abortion, use of drugs, unconventional sexual 
conduct, pornography, and birth control. 

He says that the individual should be free from 
legal sanctions on his private life unless his actions 
constitute a. clear and present danger to society. 

Wiretapping— the use /of ;. electronic eavesdropping 
devices by government and private business— Mr. 
Wirin views as a flagrant violation of privacy. 

The area of juvenile rights is just now unfurling 
as a civil-liberties issue. 

. ACLU— Mr. Wirin indicates— will in the future 
take up the cudgels for teen-age "hippies" and rebel- 
lious college students whose rights,- they feel, have 
been abrogated. 

It already has challenged juvenile curfew ordi- 
nances and university regulations which curtail social 
and political activities of youth. 

How does Mr. Wirin get his clients?- 

"The police usually select them for me," he- quips.

"They deny a political group a permit to parade, 
or the chief of police disperses a peaceful demonstra- 
tion, li civil liberties are abused in any way, we're 
interested in the case," he says. 

Besides direct involvement in litigation!, ACLU' also 
serves as "friend of the court' ' in many instances. . 

"We come in to cases where guilt or innocence is 
not a civil-liberties issue," Wirin explains. "Our role 
here is to see that the defendant's constitutional" fights 
are not violated during the judicial process.*" 

Rights pointed out 

For example, when Mr/ Wirin recently consulted 
with Sirhan B. Sirhan, "accused slayer of Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy, it was to that end. - 

"I advised him of his right to- counsel. And then 
I stepped out," the ACLU attorney confides. (Insiders 
say that Mr. Sirhan asked Mr. Wirin to take his -case. 
But the latter is said to, have refused because he 
iiidn't believe the case rested on a constitutional 
question.) 

Mr. Wirin now says that if in the course of the 
Sirhan trial ' civil-liberties issues do arise, he will 
intercede as a! "friend of the court." 

Over the years, Mr.' Wirin' has ' been tabbed by a 
few searing critics as a" "Communis t," "subversive," 
"atheist," . and "rabblerouser:-" 

ACLU has been subjected to congressional and state 
legislative investigation— and ' at, least once Jo legal 
review. But in every instance, 'it* was vindicated from 
charges of ■ being '"un-American" or' "extra- 
constitutional." 

Membership praised 

In fact, five years ago California's Assembly interim 
committee on elections . anp! . reapportionment stated 
in a public report: 

-"So that there is absolutely- no - misunderstanding, 
we must state that the American Civil Liberties Union ' 
is not a Communist front, by- any \ stretch of the imagi- 



nation, but rather an organization composed of fine, 
patriotic Americans dedicated to the full support of 
our Constitution and the freedoms . guaranteed 
therein." 

More recently, top federal-government agencies af- 
firmed that ACLU membership was not a factor in 
hiring or granting security clearance- for job appli- 
cants. Those polled included the , Department of De- 
fense, Federal Bureau of Investigation, Central Intel- 
ligence Agency, and the United States Information 
Agency. 

But in spite of this, the American Civil Liberties 
Union— and its' chief counsel, Mr. Wirin— are still sus- 
pect' in the eyes of many citizens. , 
. Opponents of the ACLU charge that it often breeds 
disrespect for the police and civil "authorities. They 
say "that individual rights are sometimes stressed at 
the expense of public protection. And they insist that 
excessive concern for civil rights does, in some cases, 
keep the criminal from being brought- to justice. 

Values balanced out 

Mr. Wirin counters that a "society which forfeits 
individual liberty to achieve security' secures neither. 
• "For example, a society which forbids wiretapping 
has to pay a price. A guilty person may go free 
because it "is impossible to* get suffiicent evidence to 
incriminate him," the ' attorney admits. "But the 
whole- fabric of this society is stronger in the. long 
run. This concern for the individual makes the com- 
munity more secure and should result in less arid less 
ci'imel" 

- ACLU's . colorful, bearded chief .counsel insists that 
civil-liberties issues — in the long run—will not be 
. won .by ■ coercion, police force, or judicial fiat. 

They will be finally resolved— Mr. Wirin says—at 
the bar of. public opinion. 

To this *end, * ACLU and its foremost courtroom 
spokesman — A. L. Wirin — are .not only waving the 
Constitution before judge • and Jury. They are talking 
*to»the gallery.

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SUGGESTED ACLU STATEMENT ON SEGREGATION IN INSTITUTIONS OF HIGHER LEARNING

The ACLU has long been concerned with discriminatory and segregated 
practices in American education. During the past few years, since official 
legal barriers to segregation have been removed, we have concentrated most of 
our effort on public elementary and secondary schools where residential and 
other forms of discrimination tended to preserve rigid patterns of segregation. 
At the same time we have not lost sight of the fact that higher education in 
California, and in the United States in general, has continued to maintain dis- 
criminatory practices either consciously or unconsciously. In the light of 
some of the outcry against the student agitation on campuses we feel it incunr- 
bent to reaffirm our stand in favor of integration at all levels of American 
society. 

Any survey of institutions of higher learning in California would docu- 
ment the fact that visible minority persons are underrepresented not only in 
the student bodies but in the faculties. Though colleges have not consciously 
discriminated, they have failed to take into account the lack of opportunity 
for preparation as well as the feelings of inferiority and alienation which are 
the inevitable result of the ghettoized education so common in California today. 
The ACLU feels it is not enough for colleges and universities to say that they 
accept all qualified applicants; we insist they make special efforts to reach 
and recruit those able young people who because of their race or color have 
given up hope of ever achieving a college education. Those colleges and uni- 
versities who say that the problems of segregation and ghettoization must be 
solved at the elementary or secondary level are only further contributing to 
the cirtuitous process of discrimination and segregation which remains such a 
pernicious part of American life. In effect we are stating that schools of 
higher learning whether community, state, or private, should institute special 
efforts to recruit the black and brown and other minority students. Minority 
students should also be made aware of the important part they have played in 
the American past and in American life in general even if this entails the in- 
troduction of special courses. 

If segregation and discrimination has robbed so many of America's visi- 
ble minorities of opportunities for educational advancement, it has also made it 
more difficult for the minority person to achieve the advance degrees so essen- 
tial to employment on today 1 s college or university faculty. While the ACLU 
believes that it cannot set standards for faculties on employment or hiring, it 
would urge that faculties themselves examine their own practices. From its 
own investigation the ACLU is aware that too many times highly artificial bar- 
riers have been erected which prevented the hiring of qualified members of 
minority groups. We would also urge that college and university faculties ex- 
amine the possibilities of such special positions as lecturer, adjunct or 
part time professor, or even special assistants and speakers within the aca- 
demic setting. 

California still has a long way to go to achieve integration on any sig- 
nificant level, and the ACLU would urge that the institutions of higher learning 
taking a meaningful leadership role in trying to achieve it.

The ACLU occupies a particularly important position at this time when 
minority group activists on campuses are pressing their causes uncompri singly 
against university and college authorities. Because the stiffened attitudes 
of many State officials and legislators toward student protests and disruptive 
movements have aggravated relations between students and authorities on Univer- 
sity and State College campuses, there is desperate need for development of 
better public understanding of the issues underlying the controversies. 

The ACLU's traditional defense of the individual's rights of free speech 
and assembly needs to be made known in all cases of denial of these rights, 
whether by those in authority or by those opposing authority. While not advoca- 
ting or condoning lawlessness, the ACLU can point out and interpret and make 
known that it will stand ready to defend individuals in court when their rights 
and liberties are violated. 

The ACLU needs to take every opportunity to point out the causes for 
black protest which are rooted in more than a hundred years of denial of civil 
rights. It must reiterate that many blacks, frustrated and outraged over the 
indifference of large segments of the white community, have resorted to mili- 
tant action because they are convinced that equal rights can never be gained 
through peaceful protest. The burden of proof that this may not be so is on 
the white community.

A luncheon panel discussion in three groups cov- 
ering the subjects: YOUTH ON CAMPUS, THE COURT, and URBAN GHETTOS. Held at 

"WHAT IS P LAW*AND ORDER?» StltUtl ° nal RiShtS Foundation under the general title 



luncheon Conference on Law and Order was held at the Student Union 
H CLA i 4-19-69. The conference was sponsored by the Constitutional Rights 
Foundation and was held in three discussion groups. The first panel dis- 
cussion was on YOUTH ON CAMPUS. The opening address was made by Senator 
Cranston of Calif. His talk was mainly a welcome and introductory speech, 
one of well-wishing for good results. 

Congressman John TUNNEY of Riverside County, Calif, was the chairman 
of the Youth on Campus group. Congressman Tunney, when presenting the sub- 
ject for the panel discussion, turn more into a political speech rather 
than a panel discussion at college level. The speakers at this grouo were 
Dr. Saltman a Bio-Chemist at the Univ. Calif. San Diego. He set the' stage 
i or his presentation by many remarks mentioning his good friend and hard 
working fellow Prof. "Herbert" MARCUSE. Dr. Saltman' s idea of violence is 

, Gov. Reagan raising the tution of students, and prejudiced attitude of 
white students and so forth. He feels that students should hold sit-ins 

i at Camp Pendleton rather than Induction centers. Altogether his speech 

| had very strong meanings of the left philosophy. 

Thomas SCULLY, campus advocate of UCLA, next stated that today students 
•were addressing themselves to real grievences and they were trying only to 
reform education to meet present day living standards and should not be 
treated with the McCarthy era theories. 

Ralph SMITH, The BSU Administrator of Education & Student Body Pres. 
of Loyola University, spoke of receiving six of the seven demands made by the 
BSU at Loyola and that the day of non-violence was over because the white 
racist had killed it. Now it is a matter of gaining their ends by any \, - 

means necessary to build a nation on liberty and justice. Ralph SMITH '? 
has a very bitter personality. 

\ 

The next speaker was John HIGGENBOTHAM of the Young Americans for 
Freedom (YAF) . This speaker was supposedly to give representation to those 
bearing a philosophy of a political right. It appeared that he was chosen 
for his stupidity. He talked alot and said nothing. He frequently mentioned 
the John Birch Society and asked the question in many forms; when had the 
radical right ever bombed a college? He aceused the left of bombings and 
disruptions and countered with this question, when had we "Right" ever done 

aY\tT^-y,<mv H i/a <-V»o«-9 ! ". 
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Richard TURNER, a representative- of Govenor Reagan's 
office, made a short speech, however it did not add to the ' 
discussion. He was very careful of what he said not to ex- 
pose the Gov.'s office to any criticism whatsoever . He didn't 
make much of an impression on anyone. 

There was a lunch break with a programc of Wine Tasting, ' 
sponsored by the California Winerys, This was very Interesting 
to most of the attendants. 

The next discussion was on THE COURT and was chairmed by 
Leonard JANOFSKY, Pres. of the Los Angeles Bar Assoc., He 
introduced Senator Joseph Tydings of Maryland and a mbr of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. His speech was a waste of time and 
was primarily a campaign speech for Senator Tydings. He touched 
on the long termed causes of problems of Law, Order, & Justice 
as being unemployment, family problems, lack of opportunity, 
inadequate education, and other political fodder subjects that 
many of the deficiencies in criminal justice were due to the 
large back log of cases in court. 

The next speaker was Darrick A. BELL Jr., Director of 
the Western Center of Law and Poverty. His was a canned 
speech that anyone has heard thousands of times. Nothing new. 
He made a very poor presentation. 

The next speaker was Matthew BYRNE, U.S. Attorney for 
L.A. area. This speaker was super-slick and pointed out that 
there were not enough attorneys to prosecute cases that should 
be brought to the court. During the height of the civil rights 
disturbances, there were less than 100 attorneys in the civil 
rights division of the Attorney General's office. The speaker 
is familiar with the problems* in the court and practically 
stated that delays eating time voided many prosecutions. 

Prank BELCHER, past President of Calif. State Bar, spoke 

on the Supreme Court and that they cause many of the problems in 

the courts today. He attacked the Supreme 's Court ruling on 
the harmless era rule. /, 

William P. GREY, U.S. Federal District Court Judge, spoke 
next on the Supreme Court being the greatest group in the world. 
And that to cage a criminal was the most inhuman punishment 
there was no matter how he is caged even with the so-called 
luxuries he is still a caged animal. 

This group, like the first, seem padded about seven to 
one. The next group discussion was on URBAN GHETTOS and was ' 
chaired by Martin STONE. The first speaker was Charles WILSON 
who pointed out that isolation culture in the ghetto was not new 
and went back to the days of John Smith who said that "He who 
does not work, shall not eat". This is not the case as a man 
has to eat whether he \?orked or not, and a man is entitle to 
education by the same rule. . 
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That industrial divisions the Conglomerates is not the 
answer. These are just lip-service to competition. Black . 
Capitalism is the best answer so far but needs perfection as 
free enterprise won't necessarily solve the problem. He wants 
Community control, equity, involvement, and participation at 
all levels and in all fields. 

Armando MORALES cited all of the old problems of the 
Mexican-American community from the days of the Zwot-Suit riots 
to the present day Delano Grape Strike. This speaker was way 
far out and appeared to embarrassed the other lefties. 

Walter KERNER, of the ACLU, gave a talk on the mal-practice 
suits. This again was a canned speech of all the phrases you 
have heard many times. 

Mrs. Mary HENRY spoke on a film "Power" in Chicago which 
dealt with racism and Cops. She said the children were treated 
as animals at Carver Jr. High School. 

Next speaker was Charles GAIN, Oakland PD Chief, who spoke 
that policeman were trained to do a job of preserving the peace 
and that few of them had any political feelings whatsoever in 
performing their duties. He spent quite a bit of his speech 
in praising the L.A.P.D. and their reputation for fair efficient 
enforcement. He. cited nationally, known leaders from L.A.P.D, 
Ed Walker, and Darryl Gates. 

Robert REIFSCHNEIDER rounded out the meeting citing that 
much work is left in all fields of Law Enforcement before the 
problems in the nation are answered. That a mutal respect from 
all facets of life must be had before a solution is reached. 

The ACLU had members sprinkled throughout the audience 
that took over between each of the speakers. Our particular 
group had Rosalie GOODWIN (IDP) Sec'y of the ACLU. She was 
pushing the point that we should all see the play "The Lamp 
At Midnjght" p laving at the Lindy Opera Company. She also 
spoke of Rose CHERNIN (IDP) and the marvelous work that she 
is doing with the organization L.A. BILL OP RIGHTS ASSOC. in 
helping students on all campuses.

Press reports of the exclusion of young people from the City of Palm Springs 
suggest that police officers in that resort city need some instruction in both 
the law and constitutional right s. 

Squatters may be ordered off of private property, but they may not be ordered 
or escorted out of town. Neither may so-called undesirables be turned back at 
the city limits when their cars are stopped at illegal roadblocks. That matter 
was settled in 1940 by the Uo So Supreme Court after the State of California 
set up roadblocks at the state line to turn back migrants from Arkansas and 
Oklahoma.

Whoever is responsible for issuing orders to the police now patrolling Palm 
Springs is obviously ignorant of the basic constitutional right that people 
may not be deprived of their liberty because of their appearance, but only for 
illegal acts. 1 

We would hope that these patently unconstitutional actions by police officers 
will end and not be repeated. To that end, the ACLU of Southern California will 
attempt to work out ground rules with city fathers in the coming months so as to 
prevent a reoccurence of this year's police activity during the next Easter Week 
influx. Should negotiations prove fruitless, we will consider court action to 
secure legal orders against these clearly unconstitutional acts.

A newly published report on police practices in Los Angeles has called for 
public hearings on all citizens 1 complaints against law enforcement officers as a 
move to ease growing tensions between police and minority communities. 

The recommendation was contained in "Law Enforcement :The Matter of Redress", 
an 80-page report on the first two years of operations of three police practices 
offices in Los Angeles ghettos* 

The police practices centers are sponsored by the Roger Baldwin Founda- 
tion of the ACLU of Southern California, 

Released on April S^, the report argues that secret police investigations 
and evaluations do not ease the distrust hetween police and minority group mem- 
bers* Complainants receive terse form letters which do not explain upon what 
basis the police decision was made* 

The report, published by the Institute of Modern Legal Thought, calls for 
public hearings on all complaints, with alleged victims offered an opportunity 
to challenge the police officers' statements, and provision made for the com- 
plainant to have his own attorney present* 

The report documents the existence of police malpractice, including physi- 
cal brutality, citing 734 complaints by citizens which the three ghetto offices 
have taken in two years* 

In 165 cases, official complaints were lodged with law enforcement agencies. 

Despite the fact that police claim all complaints are fully investigated, 
only six of the complaints were sustained. 

In 88 cases, the report notes, complainants were innocent of criminal acti- 
vity, either not arrested or subsequently exonerated in court* Only five of the 
88 resulted in a finding that police were guilty of malpractice. 

In effect, departmental investigations held the complainants guilty of 
criminal activity when the courts had not*

ble. Timidity and apathy were mentioned as reasons why such a 
large proportion of negroes had negleceted to register. 

The fact that the US POST OFFICE had a more complete knowledge 
of WHO was living in an area than any other source, was said 
to be able to provide a means of reaching] allrper-sons- who were 
of voting age etc. ONCE the timid & apathetic had been cont- 
acted, it would be relatively easy to get them to come in to 
their post office and register. i 

A MAN (name hot rememebered) stated that he either was employed 
in a POST OFFICE or was FAMILIAR with POST OFFICE procedure,, 
stated that there was NO SUCH THING as a list of all persons 
receiving mall.

West side of wall (top) had a small hole(sixe of quar- 
ter) in it and slight blackening on it with small amounts of plaster 
dust laying on bookshelves below. . -

_ ^ there are several committees that are being sprung in the 
Los Angeles area particularly in the south central area. These 
committees will do research papers on the penal codes that are now 
existing, rehabilitation of female prisoners, or these half-way 
houses — how many are in existence, etc<>, and most important of all, 
the police and how the police function as a group. Just exactly how 
do they do what they do. . V7hat is the organization and management 
of the police department and what it entails and how one goes about 
investigating the police department. What projects could be sprung 
or created in the Los Angeles area that would give mass appeal to , 
the majority of the citizens in controlling _the police department. 
It was mentioned and agreed upon that most of the people in the area 
always for some reason or another all hate the police department. 
The whites as well as the blacks are hassled by the police... but 
particularly in the black and brown communities because of the 
racism that exists on the police force. The position is that 
police are a necessary evil— people realize the necessity of the 
police, but they do not like the manner in; which the police oper- 
ates; therefore, there is going to be variou-s investigating com- 
mittees that will again try to use the facilities of the ACLU 
police malpractice boards and various other means to be able to 
see what they can do for community control of the police. 

This particular group decided that there were, three or four projects 
that we would be able to reasonably or successfully be able to^ 
organize.

Mirada, Pico Rivera, Santa Fe Springs, Norwalk). 

Your police department works to prevent crime and disorder, pre- 
serve the peace, and protect life, property and liberty. In this under- 
taking your police deserve your support and cooperation. It is your 
civic duty to assist the police. Whenever the police abuse their au- 
thority it is the duty of a good citizen to help them improve their work. 
Good police work deserves your cooperation and praise; bad police work 
deserves your constructive criticism. To remain indifferent is bad citi- 
zenship and helps neither you, the community, nor your police department. 

Whether you desire to commend or criticize a police practice, it 
is necessary that you know WHO, WHAT, WHERE, WHEN, WHY, and HOW -- and 
this means making accurate and complete notes as to badge numbers, what 
was said and done, and, if at all possible, obtaining names of impartial 
witnesses. The POLICE RELATIONS COMMITTEE of A.C.L.U. will assist you to 
prepare such commendation or criticism, to forward it to proper officials, 
and to secure appropriate action. 



To contact the POLICE RELATIONS COMMITTEE, CALL American Civil 
Liberties Union answering service (213) 698-9955. You will be 
contacted, referred to those who can assist you, and counseled 
as to available alternatives. 



^ PROCEDURES 

The police have a right to your help. Report crimes that you see. 
Offer responsible cooperation to your police. Be a good citizen. Set a 
good example I 

-IF YOU ARE STOPPED / QUESTIONED , SEARCHED / ARRESTED / OR BOOKED BY 
THE POLICE t Keep your cool! Do not resist, fight/ run, interfere, curse, 
or talk back! Whether or not you are innocent or guilty! Whether or not 
the police speak and act properly! Remember the badge number of the po- 
lice officer, what he says and does, what you say and do, and who was pre- 
sent or who witnessed! If you are not treated with dignity, complain to 
the Chief of Police or Sheriff, to the City Council or Board of Supervi- 
sors, to the District Attorney, to the A.C.L.U. This will help the police 
agency know about those few policemen who cannot learn to be fair and pro- 
per! This will help your attorney help you! Be alert! Be respectful I 

STOPS & QUESTIONING ; A person can be arrested "who loiters or 
wanders upon the street from place to place without apparent reason or

STOPS & QUESTIONING (Contd. ) 

business and who refuses to identify himself and to account for his pre- 
sence when requested by a police officer to do so, if the surrounding 
circumstances are such as to indicate to a reasonable man that the public 
safety demands such identification" (P.C. 647e) . You should answer ques- 
tions only about who you are, where you live and work, and what you are 
doing* If you are driving a car, the police have a right to see your 
operator's license and car registration. AFTER identifying yourself and 
accounting for your presence, you may ask: "Am I under arrest?" If the 
answer is "Yes," you need not answer further questions. If the answer is 
"No," ask the policeman "May I go?" If he indicates that you are not free 
to go, you ARE under arrest and need not answer any more questions, nor 
consent to any search. (Protection against self-incrimination applies to 
any custodial interrogation by police whenever a person has been "deprived 
of his freedom of action in any significant way" MIRANDA) . 

SEARCH & SEIZURE; The police MAY search you FOR WEAPONS by PAT- 
TING THE OUTSIDE of your clothing. The police do not have the right to 
search you, or your car, or your home unless you are being arrested, or 
unless they have a search warrant (if a search warrant is mentioned, ask 
for a copy and make sure that the warrant properly specifies place and 
object of search). Police cannot legally search you, or your car, or 
your home in hope of finding evidence for arresting you — there must be 
probable cause for the arrest BEFORE you are searched ♦ If the police il- 
legally search you, or your car, or your home, do not try to stop them. 
You may say: "I DO NOT GIVE YOU PERMISSION TO SEARCH MY PERSON (my car, 
my home) " and "PLEASE INCLUDE MY REFUSAL TO CONSENT TO SEARCH IN YOUR RE- 
PORT." 

ARRESTS ; You do not have to give any statement to the police; 
nor do you have to sign any statement you might give them. You must be 
allowed to hire and see an attorney immediately. Your right to counsel 
means that you can be represented by counsel in any stage of the pro- 
cess (P.C. 686). You have a right to meet with him; privately and what 
you tell him is between you and him. You would not take out your own ap- 
pendix: do not act as your own attorney! If you are arrested for a 
drunk driving charge you may take, or refuse to take, a blood test, a 
breath test, or a urine analysis; if you refuse, your operator's license 
will be suspended. 

BOOKING ; After you have been booked, within three hours, you have 
the right to complete two phone calls: one to a relative, friend or at- 
torney; the other to a bail bondsman (P.C. 851. 5). The police must give 
you a receipt for everything taken from you. You must be allowed to post 
bail in most cases (P.C. 1271), but you must be -able to pay the bail 
bondsman's fee (if you can't pay the fee, later, at arraignment, you may 
ask the judge to release you without bail, but he doesn't have to). The 
police must bring you into court within 48 hours after your arrest 
(P.C. 849). If you do not have money to hire an attorney, ask for free 
legal representation.

The American Civil Liberties Union of Southern California believes that tLe 
right to live free from the ill-effects of a polluted environment is guaranteed 
as inherent in the first liberty of all men — the right to life.

BEVfiRLY - HILLS 1&STW00D CHAPTER 



, , The Beverly Hills-Westwood Chapter has 2300 members in their geographic 

jurisdiction of Heverly Hills Westwood, L. A. 34,35,48,67,73. It is the largest 
ACLU Chapter. 

Fund Raising 

Excellent. A number of functions which are now "traditional 11 affilaite 
functions - such as the annual Garden Party and Coronado Week-end originated in 
the Beverly Hills Westwood Chapter. The Chapter contributed $1250.00 this year 
which was raised through their annual Palm Springs week-end, an annual paid meet- 
ing and theatre parties which are followed by panel discussions. 

Membership 

The Chapter has recruited 257 new members from November 1968 up to the 
present date. It is impossible to estimate just how many the Chapter recruited 
by itself and how many members joined due to the af f illiate 1 s last two direct 
mail solicitations. However last June, Chapter recruited 38 new members at their 
"Right to Dissent" party. This was achieved by allowing non-members who attended 
the party to join that evening by applying their party donation to their member- 
ship dues* 

Community Action 

The Chapter is not doing an effective job in this area. The area is a 
middle to upper middle class Caucasian community and, is not presented with some 
of the day to day problems which exist in other communities. The Chapter has agreed 
to join in with Brentwood Chapter in the Westside Chapter 1 s Student Rights Center 
which will now be jointly operated by the 3 chapters. 

They have, also, recently established excellent communications with an 
activist student organization on the campus of UCLA which was a direct outcome of 
a series of coffee — confrontations the Chapter ran on the problem of violence on 
the campus. Also, from this involvement, the Chapter has set up a Bail Fund for 
students. The affiliate has a number of questions in this regard and the matter 
is presently under discussion by the lawyer 1 s committee. 

Public Education 

The Beverly Hills Westwood Chapter for many years drew on an average of 
150-200 people at their monthly meeting. However, in the past year and one-half 
the attendance has been extremely poor. In an attempt to rectify this the Chapter 
has started a series of coffee-confrontations in homes. They have had as many as 5 
"coffees" in one evening with 20 persons attending each one. The Chapter intends 
to continue with this "intimate" exchange alternating it with the traditionally 
large meeting. 

Legislation 

The Chapter is doing nothing. 

Public Relations . 

The Chapter has not effectively made its presence felt in the community 
other than through their monthly meeting. 

Suggestions and Projections 

It is our opinion that the Beverly Hills Westwood Chapter would greatly 
benefit by splitting the Chapter into 2 functioning chapters. This will help 
develop more leadership and also revitalize the chapter. 
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Chapter Evaluation for San Diego County 
San Diego : 



Public Education ; 

Vastly improved over three years ago. Those meetings which drew most were the 
ones where the topic was "topical 11 rather than just an academic isHue. 

Legislation Action : 

Just fair. Have attempted to implement action. Sometimes there has not been 
nearly enough time to alert membership. 

Members are interested in this phase but feel that information is lacking from 
the source. 

Membership : 

In 1964 the total County membership was 550 for the one chapter. 1969 the mem- 
bership is close to 1300, with several chapters, San Diego, Northern San Diego County, 
student chapters at UC San Diego and San Diego State and a brand new chapter-a first 
in So. Cal I think-on a High School campus. There has been inquiry about some sort of 
a division in the South Bay area of the County but it is my feeling at the moment that 
we are not quite ready for this. I feel the special needs of the community can be accom- 
modated with special planned meetings in the area on demand. 

The reason for the increase has been a concerted effort to enlist membership 
through good lists such as college faculty lists, political lists, and the personal atten- 
tion of the membership chairman over the years along with some (but not enough) committee 
help in contacting prospectives, and attempting to involve them in some activity, no 
matter how small. 

Fundraising : 

We are not the greatest by a long shot. The most financially successful ventures 
have been those directly tied to a vital issue of the day like the Century City demon- 
strations. There seems to be resistance to dinners that are costly. They resent "giving 
all that money to a hotel" as some have put it. We are going to attempt a "no-affair" 
fund raiser but not until after March since it is Jan-March that people should be paying 
their dues and it might be confusing. 

Community Action : 

The students are particularly alert and good about reporting. And of course we 
always try to respond positively to requests that come by phone or mail in that even if 
it is not an ACLU matter, an effort is always made to try to channel the person in the 
direction of possible assistance. 

Public Relations ; 

Seems to improving. Feel that some responsibility is ours in providing information 
that is Newsworthy since here in this one-paper community, the Copley press does seem 
to respond to the important things we send along. 

Out better friends are in the TV media. They use what we give them and inquire of 
us about issues. 

At long last we have a person who seems to be willing to do our PR work as far 
as good press releases, properly timed etc. Let f s hope he stays with us. 



North County 
Public Education 

When this chapter first started almost three years ago, they held monthly meet- 
ings for the membership and community with a"vari<ky : of subjects none of which were too 
exciting or controversial. After the first few meetings the attendance dropped to about 
25 or 30. They decided that such meetings would be held less frequently and try to get 
better programs together. This was only moderately successful. 

Legislative action 

Little opportunity for some of the same reasons listed for the SD chapter. The 
political climate is very hostile with Stull, Utt and the like in the area. 

Membership 

In 1964 when North County was still part of the main chapter the number of members 
was about 80-it not is about 170. This is due to the fact that the people in the area/ 
which is a sprawling one, felt that they were now joining a local chapter. Efforts have 
been made by several members to secure new members by personal solicitation and by expan 
ding mailing for meetings. 

Fundraising 

Nil but do feel that with the impetus of the new chairman they can get: off the 
ground.

Community action 

A few members do try to keep abreast of the problems of the community and keep 
Us informed. There does seem to be, however, a reluctance to get "involved" on the part 
of individuals who are having problems* 

Public relations 

Fair, The press is kind of cool to some of our projects and unfortunately they do 
not have TV of their own but do have one favorable radio station in Escondido. Greater 
Effort on the part of the PR committee could help solve some of this situation. 

Overall evaluation ; 

While the chapter is no howling success, in terms of measuring achievement, its 
presence in the vast area of the north part of the county is known and quitely respected 
by more than we can be sure of. 



Student chapters 

UC at San Diego-~this group varies in number from 15 to 40-raeets informally to 
discuss common problems and holds meetings with speakers. 

San Diego State-this group is reorganizing and I feel heartened that because of 
the numbers of enthusiastic students involved, it will be on going instead of on-again~ 
off-again as in the past. They understand the need for continuing leadership which they 
must help develop. The parent chapter role is one of advising and helping with program- 
ming whenever possible as well as providing legal adiice or assistance as needed. 

Clairemont High School--this is a great group of young people who have completed 
their organizing meetings and ready to plan program meetings with subjects that are 
relevant to their age and status. Again we have urged development of ongoing leadership 
and help in obtaining speakers and planning program when called upon. 

In each case of student chapters they are represented on the parent board so 
that they can air their points and look at the whole commnnit-v mV.^e, 
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CHAPTER EVALUATION 
Eastern Region 



For the five chapters in the Eastern region this year there has been some change 
"of emphasis. Program meetings which use to be the corner-stone of chapter activity 
have been de- emphasized while watch-dog, police complaint, student rights groups have 
come more to front and center. These activities of more specific involvement (more 
"participant 11 than "spectator") have had tangible results in increased membership, 
more effective fund-raising and a better understanding in the community of what is 
ACLU, what it does and how it operates. 

East San Gabriel Valley Chapter 

This chapter during the past year has probably made the most substantial gains 
of any chapter in the Eastern region. Membership is up approximately 50%; public 
education dinner meetings are drawing an attendance of 40-75 persons; the legislative 
action chairman has a telephone tree all set up and ready to go; annual garden party 
netted sufficient funds to support chapter activities and to send $100 to the affil- 
iate; watch-dog committee has been most effective in following thru on complaints 
which come to them; a series of student rights seminars held in the chapter chair- 
man's home has drawn 25-30 high school students from the surrounding area; public 
relations are relatively good «- biggest draw-back is difficulty in obtaining cover- 
age in the local papers other than a "liberal" bi-weekly "The San Gabriel Alternative ,? 

Reason for the gains cited above -- a group of 6-7 people in chapter leadership 
positions who work well together, are enthusiastic and knowledgeable about ACLU and 
organizations and hot* they best function. 



Riverside Chapter 



During the past year Riverside Chapter has seen an increase in membership to a 
current list of 309. Program meeti ngs, however, ha ve been small and disappointing 
tho the content has been good i.e., f rom Watts Complaint Center. An 

ACLU (Chapter paid- for) phone maintained at the President's home continues to yield 
a large number of complaints and grievances. Monthly Chapter board meetings are pro- 
ductive and to the point — rarely does attendance here drop below 12- -and most often 
15-16 persons are present. 



Major activity of the past year has been the slow but steady work on a local 
police complaint center. This work reached fruitition with the opening of such a 
center on October 11, 1969. While Riverside Chapter ACLU is only one of 10 or 12 
groups participating in the Center, it (ACLU) is both the prime mover and chief fi- 
nancial contributor to its operation (the Chapt er gives $3 0 a month.)

Arrowhead Chapter 



Most of the ACLU activity in the San Bernardino County area cannot be attributed 
to Chapter action; it is civil libertarian action taken by individual ACLU members 
who most likely are members of the Chapter board. While "ideal 11 chapter action for 
the most part does not exist, the various talents of the Chapter board members do 
supplement and complement each other so that most civil libertarian problems in the 
San Bernardino City area are met. 

As the above applies to watch-dog activities, so the same comment would cover 
most all other normal chapter functions. Program meetings are held but are quite 
poorly attended. Sufficient fund-raising is done to sustain (i.e., pay for the mail- 
ings) chapter activities. Legislative action is the work of 3 or 4 people if the is- 
sue meets their approval. Membership efforts are individual and sporadic .but , 
would you believe, quite successful! 

This year in an attempt to "broaden" the base and to serve the out- lying com- 
munities, "neighborhood- type" meetings are being planned. Again, the response so 
far leaves much to be desired. 

However, despite all the above, let it be noted that Arrowhead is one of the 
first organized Chapters of ACLU of So. California, its "light" has been flickering

for years, but, it has never failed or gone out! 

Pomona Valley Chapter 

In September of. 1969 a new board with new ideas took office in Pomona Valley 
ACLU. In addition to the traditional programs, Bill of Rights essay contest, Gar- 
den party, buffet dinner etc, two new committees were established: one on student 
rights and another on police complaints. 

These committees have been me eting at least twice a month. The police complaint

While these committees have been going foward with a great deal of enthusiasm, 
some of the old "stand-by" committee chairmanships are yet to be filled i.e., mem- 
bership and public relations. These are currently the weakest areas for the Pomona 
Valley Chapter. b6

Desert-Pass Chapter 

Due to the resort characteristics of this area, chapter activities are pretty 
much confined to the fall-winter- spring. 

The Chapter maintains a phone listing under ACLU at the home of Barbara Black. 
Recent controversies over hair- length at the Jr. College (College of the Desert) 
and distribution of leaflets at the high school came to the Chapter's attention 
through this means. A co-operating attorney assisted in the latter matter; and in 
the former, a delegation of the Chapter met unsuccessfully with the school admini- 
stration. 

A recent fund-raising event drew people from surrounding communities through 
an ad placed in the local paper publicizing the event. Sufficient monies were 
raised to sustain the chapter activities including the phone for the coming year. 



More emphasis is needed on membership and legislative action is pretty weak.
